II FIERCE FIGHT

San Francisco's Chinatown Is
Scene of Bloody Battle as

Raid Is Made.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19. In a battle
between Chinese and police during a raid
on an alleged gambling houso in China-
town tonight. Wong Dick was fatally shot,
pollcomcn were knocked down, kicked
and beaten and many orientals clubbed.

More than two- hundred Chinese were
arraigned, charged with gambling. A
number of gamblers escaped from the
club.

Disguised as a Chinese, J. E. Holmos. a
policeman, obtained entrance to a game.
When money was placed on thc table he
blew his whistle, summoning aid, and was
immediately assaulted.

Meantime other policemen .started
through a side door of the club room and
wcro met by a horde- of Chinese, A gen-
eral battle ensued. Aftor James M.
Cochran, an officer, had been beaten and
thrown to thc lloor. lie drew his revolver
and shot Wong Dick.

Frightened by the shooting, tho Chinese
quickly surrendered. They were horded
into the club rooms and later taken to
the pollco station.

Fearing further violence, scores of po-
lice were summoned to Chinatown and
placed on gunrd duty, Tho shooting
caused Intense excitement among the
hundreds of Chinese thronging the streets.

WASHINGTON FIRES
NOT YET CONTROLLED

SEATTLE, July 19. Reports received
here tonight arc to thc effect that al-
though some of the forest fires reported
yesterday are undcr control, blazes have
started In other localities In western
Washington and In some places serious
fires aro burning.

A raging fire is reportod to have swept
over a forest area of fivo or six miles
square in the vicinity of Botholl. on the
north shore of Lake Washington. The
fire is a mile wide and has burned
through a heavily wooded territory. A-
lthough' no reports of loss of llfo have
beon received, many residents in thc re-
gion have been forced to seek safety in
"flight.
